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POLITICAL 


The Akhbdr-i-A'm (Lahore), of the 4th November, says 
that the Burma expedition is the burn- 


ing question of theday: Theebaw has 
assumed an insolent attitude which is sure to bring about his 
ruin. The failure of the Soudan.campaign and the payments 
made to the Amir of K4bul have induced the Burmese King 
to under-rate the strength of the British Government. He 
thinks so highly of himself that he considers it below his 
dignity to treat with the Viceroy, but.would enter into negoti- 
ations direct with Her Majesty’s Government! His insolence 
is simply intolerable. If France, which has secretly instigated 
him and which is always jealous of British greatn yt 
his cause, the war may lead to most serious consequences 
which it is difficult to foretell. It is generally believed that 
5,000 troops would be quite sufficient to defeat the Burmese 
army. But-as double that force has been told off for the 
expedition, there is reason to think that the permanent oveu- 
pation of the country is ret ga Some persons are 
a # to invade 
in the Hast of 
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Europe. These apprehensions may be unfounded, but still 
the British Government should be prepared for all contingencies 
and should proceed withcaution. The days of Theebaw’s 
rule appear to be numbered, and the annexation of Burma 
will, ere Jong, be an accomplished fact. 


The Bharat Jiwan ( Benares), of the 2nd November, re- 
grets to say that, unfortunately this 
country is always. exposed to one 
calamity or another. The Central Asian embroglio has hard- 
ly been settled when the Burmese difficulty has come to the 
front. The Jéwan refers to the withdrawal of the British 
Resident at Mandalay in Lord Ripon’s time, ascribes the 
present crisis to the conclusion of a treaty between France 
and Burma, and to Theebaw’s dispute with the Bombay- 
Burma Trading Corporation, and observes that the Govern- 
ment of India has endeavoured to overawe the King in vain. 
He does not yield and is vigorously pushing on his military 
preparations. An ultimatum has been already sent, requiring 
him to settle his dispute with the Corporation in consultation 
with the British officer appointed on that behalf, allow the 
Corporation to cut timber until the settlement of the dispute, 
and receive a permanent British Resident at his Court who 
shall be treated with due respect. Theebaw is not likely 
to accept these terms, and a war appears to be inevitable. 
The Jéwan will comment on the impending struggle at length 


in a future issue, but will here only state that the war will 
involve a great loss to this country.

The Azdd (Lucknow), of the 10th November, observes that 
the Government of India has shown 
much forbearance towards Theebaw 
and cannot abstain from interference any longer consistently 
with the safety of British interests and prestige. Any further 
silence on its part would only afford France an opportunity to 
complicate matters. It would be unjust to saddle. the Indian 
treasury with the cost of the war. The cost should be realized 
from Burma. In fact, the country should be annexed. It 
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would be the height of folly to evacuate it after it has once 
been occupied by British troops. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Anjuman-i-Panjdb (Lahore), of the 7th November, sien

Dr. Leitner’s resignation . : 
of Registrarship to the Of Registrarship to the Panj&b Uni- 
a versity at the meeting of the Syndi- 
cate held on the 31st October, observes that, on his return — 
from Europe, Dr. Leitner found that the trust funds of the 
University had been spent by his locum tenens on objects 
other than those for which they had been given by the donors, 
and took exception to the proceeding. The Syndicate accept- 
ed his objection and ordered the money which had been 
misapplied to be refunded to the trust funds. But at the same 
time the Syndicate sought to vindicate the misappropriation. 
Dr. Leitner was naturally indignant at the Syndicate’s conduct 
and tendered his resignation. Itis bélieved that he intended 
to retire in a few weeks owing to ill health ; but the rupture 
between him and the Syndicate precipitated his retirement, 
which cannot be too deeply regretted. Surely the man who 
had succeeded in founding the University after life-long 
labours should not have been treated in this way. 


The Shafiq-i-Hind (Lahore), of the 7th November, des- Circulation, 
cribes the circustances which have 
lend to Dr. Leitner’s resignation, and 
remarks that the resolution proposed by Mr. Ibbetson and 
seconded by Dr. Centre at the meeting of the Syndicate 
on the 3lst October was really so objectionable in tone 
that even an angel could not view it with equanimity. 
Dr. Leitner naturally opposed it very strongly ; but when he 
saw that the meeting was not disposed to listen to him, he 
tendered his resignation in indignation and at once left for 
his home. But his conduct was not at all diseourteous on 
the occasion, as has been alleged by the Civil and Military 
Gazette, The Senate should grant him a suitable pension, or 
at least a gratuity, in recoguition of his loug and important 
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services, extending over a period of twenty-one years, 


Even 
his worst enemy must admit that the establishment of the Uni- 


versity was chiefly due to his indefatigable efforts. It behoves 
the nobility and gentry of the Panj&b to establish a suitable 


memorial to him: He was not only the founder of the 
University and the Anjuman-i-Panjab, but also did a great 
deal to develop native public opinion in the province and 
assisted hundreds of native youths in obtaining employment in 
the public service. Some persons have accused him of being 
opposed to the spread of English education among natives. 
But nothing can be a greater mistake than this. The old Edu- 
cational Reports clearly show that he established many scholar- 
ships at the Government College at Lahore by public sub- 
scription. 


A correspondent of the Asdd (Lucknow), of the 10th

The Oudh Akhbar (Lucknow), of the 7th November, says 
Countess of Dufferin’s that the Countess of Dufferin’s Fund 
Fund. is generally only regarded as an elee- 
mosynary institution, but that its utility is not appreciated 
properly. The Countess has bestowed upon natives an ines- 
timable boon, whose benefits will be fully felt one hundred 
years hence. No less than one-half of native children born 
every year die from the improper treatment of ignorant women; 
but the female medical aid which the Fund in question is 
intended to provide will save their lives in future. The Fund 
will be to native children what rain is to the parched ground. 
Natives should feel highly grateful to Lady Dufferin for this 


favour. They will only save the lives of their own a 
by contributing to the Fund. 
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The Azdd (Lucknow), of the 3rd November, referring Circulation, 
to Lady Dufferin’s Fund, admits that a 
: respectable native women are exposed 
to great distress from want of female medical aid, but 
observes that the higher classes of people will never allow 
their females to attend a medical school. Date (native mid- 
wives) and other lower classes of women may be willing to 
learn medicine, but the difficulty is that they are, as a rule, 
quite illiterate. As natives are the principal contributors 
to the Fund, a large number of natives should have been 
appointed members of the National Association, but only 
one Hindu and one Musalmén have been nominated. 
Obviously female missionaries and other Christian women 
will benefit by the Fund, becausd they will be only too ready 
to be trained as midwives and doctors. But respectable 
natives, who are fully alive to the intrigues of female mis- 
sionaries, will never admit them to their houses and place 
their women under their treatment. All things considered, 
natives will derive no material benefit from the scheme, and

it is difficult to realize why they are so rejoicing over it.

_ printing work to pri ernment officers distribute printing 
Westen Vordaan’ at work’ among private presses on no fixed 
ware principle. A large portion of the work 
is always supplied to one favourite press, and the remainder 
is sometimes given to one press and sometimes to another. It 
isneedless to say that this arrangement is a most objectionable 
one. When the . proprietor of a press receives work from a 
public office, he purchases a great deal of printing materials 
to do the work. But next year the work is made over to 
another press, and consequently he suffers much loss. All 
the printing work of the Seeretariat which is not done at the 
Government Press is sent by the Superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment Press to one private press; and it is believed that 
the Director of Agriculture and Commerce also. means to 
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supply all his work to one press only in fature! The best 
arrangement would be to invite tenders and then to give 


contract to the man who offers the most favourable terms. 
The present system has created widespread discontent among 


the owners of private presses at: Lucknow, and they are about 
to forward a memorial to the Locai Government on the 
subject, 


The Nasim-i-Agra, of the 80th October, regrots to say 
Procedure of courts of that the procedure of the courts of 
justice at all places is not quite uni- 
form and in accordance with the law, as it should be, At 
the Agra Commissioner’s office fees were long levied for the 
perusal of files of pending suits, but the fees have lately beon 
abolished. The Collector of Agra receives applications for 
the perusal of disposed-of files on eight-anna stamped papers 
and also charges the usual fees. At Ethwah fees are charged 
for the perusal of files of pending criminal suits. The Nastm 
endeavours to point out that the proceedings of the Sessions 
Judge in two recent trials at Etawah were not in accordance 
with the provisions of sections 271 and 286 of Act X of 
1882 and section 146 of the Evidence Act. ne officer at 
Farukhabad is said to send witnesses to the lock-up before 
examining them, and to cause them to be beaten by police- 
men with shoes at the time of taking their evidence. 


The Bhdratendu (Brinddban), for October, says that it is 
well known that Musalmans are, as a 
rale, an unruly people. They seem to 
take a delight in oppressing the weak 
and in slaying the slain, It is difficult to realize why the 
Musalmins of Gorakhpur have instituted a criminal prosecu- 
tion against one Sohan Prasféd, who has published a Hindi 
book on the subject of Hindi vereue Urdi in verse. True, 
the author has found fault with Khalifa Umar; but have not 
Bhids themselves abused the Khalifa in atill stronger terms in 
their religious books? But Sunnis have never thought of 
prosecuting them. The fact is that Musalméns are jealous 
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of the progress made by Hindus under British rule, They 
cannot bear to see Hinddis, who were once their slaves, 
aspire to an equality with them. Farther on the Bhdra- 
tendu observes that Musalméns are mistaken if they think 
that they will be able to overawe Hindus by empty threats. 
Even when the country was under Muhammadan rule and 
Mubammadans carried the sword inthe one hand and the 
Qurin in the other, Hindfis were ready to encounter them. 
Now Hindus do not care a fig for them. All their bragging 
about the Turkish Empire is useless. Hindds may be divided 
among themselves, but they will sink their differences in case 
of a quarrel with Musalmaéns, The sympathy exhibited by 
the Hind&h community with Sohan Prasdd is a recent proof 
of this. Hindds should also prosecute Muhammadan authors 
who have abused the Hind@ religion. Musalméns had better 
mend their ways; otherwise they are sure to get into trouble 
some day, inasmuch as Government is now fully acquainted 
with their hostile feelings. (Some Muhammadan news- 
papers have quoted some verses from Sohan Prus&d s book, 
in order to show its alleged objectionable tone. It appears 
from some newspapers that the friends of Sohan Prusdd and 
also the Musalmdns of Gorakhpur who have instituted a ori- 
minal prosecution against him are collecting subscriptions 
from Hindtis and Musalméns respectively to meet the cost of 
the defence and the prosecution.) 


The Dinkar Prakdeh (Lucknow), for October, in comment- 
ing upon the same subject, observes 
that Munshi Sohan Prasid has no 
doubt made some hits at the Muhammadan religion in his book 
but that there isnothing very objectionable in it. The Ridzul- 
Akhbdr of Gorakhpur has made a great fuss over the book 
and has instigated the Musalmans of that city to institute a 
criminal prosecution against the Munshi, They have raised 
® great deal of money by public subscription to meet the 
expenses of the prosecution. On the other hand, Hindds, too, 
have not been inactive and have scent some money to the 
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accused. The two communities should be ashamed of their 
mutual quarrels. Muhammadans are always the aggressors. 
They and Christian missionaries were the first to attack the 
Hindd religion, but the Hindts never prosecuted them. On 
the contrary, if a Hindu publishes a book against the Muham- 
madan religion, Musalméns raise a wild clamour against 
it, But they should remember that Hindds arc not now 
at their tender mercies, but owe allegiance to Her Majesty, 
who dispenses even-handed justice and does not allow the 
strong to oppress the weak. English historians have called 
Muhammad an impostor, and Christian missionaries abuse the 
Muhammadan religion in public streets every day; but no 
Musalm4n has ever had the courage to prosecute them. 
Musalm4ns are so angry with Munshi Sohan Pras&d because 
he has fallen foul of Khalifa Umar. But have not their own 
co-religionists, the Shids, exhausted the oriental vocabulary of 
abuse in speaking of the Khalifa? They should first get the 
Shids hanged before they find fault with the Munshi. They 
are embarked in the same boat with Hindus, and consequently 
the two classes of people should live on the most friendly 
terms with each other.

each. Unprejudiced and right-thinking Hindus do not regard 
the punishment of the Musalmans with satisfaction, but the 
conduct of ignorant Hindus is very provoking to Musalmans. 
They rejoice over the convictions as a great triumph, espe- 
cially as not a single Hindu has been punished. Without say- 
ing anything as to the justness or otherwise of the convictions, 
the Rafig is sorry to observe that they will tend to embitter 


the mutual feelings of the two communities at Lahore.

The Najmu-l-Akhbdr (Etawah), of the 1st November, 
Nasim-i-Acra and the endeavours to show that the com- 
Muharram at Etéwah. plaints made by the Nastm-i-Agra, 
of the 23rd October, regarding the regulation of the Da- 
sehra and the Muharram at Etawah are false and exagger- 
ated. The Magistrate is not at all to blame for the non- 
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celebration of the R&mlila by Hindas. At first Mr. Fisher 
did not mean to impose any restrictions on the celebration 
of the Muhammadan and the Hinda festivals. But on 


the occasion of the marriage procession of Rémchandra, 
which was held before the commencement of the Muhar- 


‘ram, Hindus carried large sticks in the streets and made a 


great noise under Muhammadan mosques. Looking at the 
improper conduct of Hindus on the occasion, the Magistrate 
was obliged to take necessary precautions against the occur- 
rence of an outbreak. True, Hindus were ordered to stop all 
music with their processions within a certain distance. But 
at the same time Musalmans were also required to forbear 
the celebration of the Muharram in that street during the 
passage of the Dasehra processions. Hindés held secret 
seditious meetings, and therefore the Magistrate was quite 
right in taking security from the leading men among them 
for good conduct. The Najm also attempts to vindicate the 
conduct of the Tahsildar and the Sub-Inspector of Police, 
who were found fault with by the Nastm, and remarks that 


a Hindi Munsif is primarily responsible for the quarrel 
between the two communities.

instigated some Musalmfns to cry out that stones were being 
thrown from the house. Then the Inspector entered the house 


of Gulz4ri Lal with some policemen, who robbed a great deal 
of his property and arrested his relatives. 


NATIVE STATES. 


The Hindustdnt (Lucknow), of the 4th November, in an 
Degradation of the Na- article headed “‘ The Maulvi-Naw&b”’, 
wer Consort ot Bhepil, = after giving a brief history of Sadiq 
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Hasan’s early life previous to his marriage with the Begam 
of Bhupaél, observes that, in consideration of the Begam’s 
feelings, the Government of India was pleased to bestow 
the title of Naw4b on her husband, and even to allow him 
a salute of seventeen guns in British territory. But, as he 
was originally a mere crier and sweeper at Muhammadan 
mosques, his sudden elevation to such honours and riches 
turned his head. He dismissed all the old Hindu and Muham- 
madan officers in the service of the State, and appuinted bigoted 
maulvis and mullas like himself in their place. Grandees and 
noblemen in Bhupal were expelled one by one, and all their 
estates were confiscated! Hindus were entirely deprived of 
their religious liberty, and even Musalmans were forbidden 
to celebrate the Muharram, the Shab-i-barAt, and some other 
festivals! Complaints regarding these and other high-hand- 
ed proceedings of the Nawab-Consort reached the successive 
Governor-General]’s Agents’ for Central India, but they for- 
bore interference with the internal affairs of the State. Only 
about two years ago Sadiq Hasan obtained some female 
slaves from Arabia. The Government of India contented 
itself with punishing the man who had brought the slaves, 
but let off the Nawéb-Consort. He spent lakhs of rupees in 
printing and publishing controversial books, written by 
himself and his friends, which were calculated to set the 
different Muhammadan communities in this country by the 
ears. This was not all. A large number of books reached 
Turkey from this country, complaining that Indian Musal- 
mans had been deprived of their religious liberty hy 
the British Government and appealing to Turks to deliver 
them from the yoke of “‘ unbelievers.’ The transmission of 
these books was, it is generally believed, the work of no 
other person than this Maulvi-Nawéb. He is even said to 
have clandestinely sent some money to the Mehdi of the 
Sondan, but still the Government of India kept quiet at the 
time. However, when the Government of India was con- 
vinced that he would not mend his ways, and that if the 
administration remained in his hands any longer, the State 
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would be entirely ruined, the Sapreme Government, with the 
consent of the Secretary of State, sent orders to Sir Lepel 
Griffin for the withdrawal of the honours and titles conferred 
on the Naw&b-Consort and his exclusion from the affairs of 
the State. These orders were communicated by Sir Lepel to 
the Begam at a public darbar in Bhup4l on the 26th October. 
But this is only a half-hearted measure. If the Government 
of India desires to put a stop to the misrule prevailing in the 
State, it should expel Sadiq Hasan from Bhupél. He may 
live at Hoshangabad, where the Begam can easily pay him 
a visit when she pleases. If he is allowed to reside at Bhupal, 
he will still be able to doa great deal of mischief. The 
Begam has recently issued an order to the effect that no 
State officer should call on her in person in any case, but 
should write to her. 


The Oudh Akhbdér (Lucknow), of the 6th November, in an 
article headed “We and Bhupal,” 
states that, in May last, the Editor 
received a Persian letter from a correspondent at Bhupal, in 
which some account of the misrule prevalent in the State was 
given. But the Editor did not deem it advisable to publish the 
letter atthe time. Judging from the degradation of the Nawab- 
Consort by the Government of India, the complaints made in 
the letter appear to be well founded. The Akhbdér quotes 
some extracts from the letter in which Sadiy Hasan is charged 
with encouraging Wahabism, publishing seditious books, 
assisting the Soudanese Mehdi with money, prohibiting the 
Maulud and the Muharram, dismissing many old State officers 
whose names are mentioned, and raising the land-revenue from 
eighteen to fifty lakhs of rupees. The Akhbdr observes 
that in the Royal Proclamation of 1858 Her Majesty granted 
full religious liberty to all classes of her Indian subjects 
and strictly warned her officers against interfering with the 
religious affairs of the people. During the late Muharram, 
District Officers throughout British India took great pains 
in regulating the Muhammadan and the Hinda festivals. On 
the other hand, Sadiq Hasan, who calls himself a Musalman, 
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and who is a mere servant in a small Native State, has had 
the temerity to put a stop to the celebration of all such 
festivals. The large increase made by him in the land- 
revenue no doubt reflects credit on his administrative ability ; 
but what has he done with the money? The king exists for 
the people, and not the people for the king, But Sadiq 
Hasan has appropriated almost the entire treasures of 
Bhup4l to his own use. Houses in Kananj are said to have 
been built of gold in the time of old Hindu kings. Sadiq 
Hasan, who is a native of that city, must have restored 
it to some of its former greatness. The letter in question, 
referring to an Urdu book, called the Fatahu-l-Abwdéb, and 
published by the Naw&b-Consort, quotes an extract from 
it, in which the author observes that a country which is 
noder the rule of a princess can never flourish, When 
a woman is incapable of looking after her own welfare, she 
can hardly be considered qualified to manage the affairs of a 
country ! A female ruler would only ruin herself and her 
subjects! But the able administration of the late Begam of 
Bhup4l, Sadiq Hasan’s mother-in-law, belies his observations. 
Which should be admired most-—his audacity or his folly? He 
is indebted for all his present greatness to his wife, the 
Begam-regnant of Bhupél, but still he has indulged in such 
severe strictures on female rulers, He had better moderate 
his sectarian zeal, which has brought about his degradation, 
and congratulate himself that the Government of India has 
dealt with him so leniently and has not sent him to the place to 
which some of his co-religionists were relegated some years 
ago. The Akhbdr is of opinion that he should not be allowed 
to remain at Bhupél, in order that no difficulties may again 
arise in future. (The Gudh Akhbdr, of the 7th November, in 
€ communicated article, again gives an account of the high- 
handed proceedings of the Naw&b-Consort, and observes that 
the Begam and the whole native population should be thank- 
ful to the Government of India for letting him off so easily. 
A native newspaper says that his degradation has grieved 
the Begam. If so, Her Highness herself is hardly qualified 
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to rule, and the sooner she is deposed the better. It may be 
hoped that Sadiq Hasan will raise no difficulties in future ; 
otherwise the Government of India will be obliged to take 
the administration of the State in its hands )

There can hardly be two opinions that the stability of 
British rule in this country depends on the loyalty of Native 


Chiefs to a large extent. But it is to be regretted that Lord 
Dafferin’s Government has thought fit to force a permanent 
Resident on the new Mahéréja of Kashmir, although no spe- 
cial necessity had arisen for the measure since the death of 
the late Maharaja. Moreover, all honours and titles have 
been suddenly withdrawn from the Naw4éb-Consort‘of Bhupél 
on the mere complaint against him of the Resident! The 
Supreme Government should not have so readily given 
credence to the accusations of Sir Lepel Griffin, whose hos- 
tile attitude towards native princes is well known. “It is 
needless to say what effect such harsh measures will have on 
feudatory chiefs. 


The same paper says that the Naw4bof Rampur will, 
before long, succumb to his prolonged 
illness. Asitis, the stateof things in 
Rampur is very unsatisfactory. But under the rule of the 
Nawf&b’s heir and successor, who has not received a sound 
education, matters are sure to go from bad to worse. Hence 
the Government of India would do well to appoint a Resi- 
dent in the State.
